Digest Just What Was 


Meant.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Since 


congress has had time • to analyze 
thoroughly the lengthy message sent 
to it by .President Roosevelt, the un- 
derlying sentiment of the entire docu- 
ment has been found to be an appeal 
for a greater conservatism, on the part 
ot -.the American 
people. Although 


some: critics 
have 
contended 
that 


the message is,too lengthy, neverthe- 
less it is generally acknowledged to 
be one of the most masterful efforts 
that has ever found its way from the 
White'House. 


In the very first sentence of' the 


message the President seems to feel 
that the conditions existing, threaten 
the overthrow of the country's pres- 
ent prosperity. He-says: 


"As a nation we still continue to en- 


joy a literally unprecedented .pros- 
perity; and it is probable that only 
reckless speculation and disregard of 
legitimate business•- .'methods on the 
part of the business world can materi-1 
ally mar'this prosperity." 
' • ' • • 


Farther along in his .address he 


warns against the hysterical attacks 
made In certain quarters on all forms 
of corporate wealth. It is recognized 
nowhere more fully than in the halls 
of congress that the American people 
have reason for their show of anger, 
because of the unearthing of. gross, 
abuses in high.places, but this indig- 
nation now is being. directed against 
other' corporations, with, injustice to 
them and with danger to general com- 
mercial prosperity. . In 
touching on 


this .subject, the President said: 


"To preach hatred of the rich; man 


as such, to carry on a campaign of 
slander and 
invective ; against him, 


to seek to mislead and inflame to 
madness honest men whose lives are 
hard and who have not the kind of 
mental traning which will permit them 
to appreciate \ the danger 
in the 


doctrines 
preached—all 
this is to 


commit a crime against 
the body 


politic; and to be false'to .every wor- 


thy principle and tradition of Ameri- 
can national. life. 
Moreover, 
while 


such ' preaching and 
such agitation 


may give a livelihood and a certain- 
notoriety to some-of those who take 
part in it, and may result' in the 
temporary political success of others,, 
in the long run every such movement 
will either fall or else will provoke a 
violent reaction, which will itself re-, 
suit not merely 
in undoing the mis- 


chief wrought b'y the demagogue and 
the agitator, but also in undoing the 
good, that the honest reformer, 
the 


true upholder of popular rights, has 
painfully and laboriously achieved."

Washington, Dec. 10.—The annual 


report of. Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions James R. Garfield, made -public 
Sunday, devotes special attention to 
the Investigation of the transporta- 
tion o£ oil and the operations of'the 
Standard 'Oil company. 


"During 'the investigation of the oil 


Industry," says the report, "it was dis- 
covered that a. very widespread, sys- 
tem oC railway discriminations ex- 
isted in favor of the Standard Oil 
company, affecting' a very large pro- 
portion o£ the -country and resulting 
substantially in giving to the Standard 
Oil company an Overwhelming advan: 
tage in transportation in almost all 
sections of the country; that this sys- 
tem had been in existence for a num- 
ber of years, and that largely by vir- 
tue of it, the Standard had been able 
to restrict or -eliminate competition 
throughout many parts of the country 
and thereafter reap the benefits of 
monopoly. These railway discrimina- 
tions took various forms, eften very 
ingenious In their nature, and so skil- 
fully concealed that their existence 
was very rarely suspected even by 
the active competitors of the Stand- 
ard, 
although-such competitors knew 


that in general they were doing busi- 
ness at a disadvantage." 


During- the fiscal year indictments 


containing 8,193 counts were returned 
by jthe various -grand juries, as the re- 
sult of this investigation: 


"A most striking and important re- 


sult immediately followed the inves- 
tigation of the bureau; the railroads 
canceled substantially all the secret 
rates, illegal or improper discrimina- 
tions, and "in many cases the discrlmi; 
nations in open rates. 
The shippers 


of oil advise the bureau that for the 
first time in many years they are now 
rapidly obtaining equality 'of treat- 
.ment from the transportation compa- 
panies. 


'"Work on E«o other phases of the 


oil industry and the investigation of 
the taoac-jn, steel, sugar and coal in- 
dustries, arc yell advanced; special, 
reports thereon t'ill be made in due 
course. 
-;Vn inquiry into canal and 


water 
transportation 
has 
been 


started." 


Commissioner.Garfield urges again 


the necessity for the establishment ot 
federal inspection-1 and supervision of 
the greater industrial corporations en- 
gaged in interstate and foreign com- 
merce. He says -it will not interfere 
with the power and authority of the 
states over the corporations created 
under a state's laws, and is not an 
invasion of private 'rights but merely 
will' "restore ..individual responsibility 
and prevent corporations from being 
the hiding place of the irresponsible, 
dishonest and corrupt manager." 


Denial of the right to engage in in- 


terstate commerce is suggested as the 
penalty for proved violation of the 
law. 
Thf, report says the work of the 


year strikingly demonstrates the value 
of efficient publicity for the correction 
of corporate abuses.
